W’KINLEY UNVEILS MONUMENT 


Presicent Talks About American 


Fiag and American History. 

Peoria, Ill., October 6.—A good part of 
the population of Peoria, the serond city 
of Illinois, today took part in an elabor- 
ate demonstration to welcome to their 
city the president of the United States. 
The great event of the day was the un- 
veiling of a beautiful monument erected 
by Peoria’s citizens as a memorial to the 
Soldiers of the civil war. 

Near the monument the president and 
members of his party took seats to review 
@ long procession of militia, veterans of 
the war and returned volunteers of the 
Spanish war. The concourse of people 
surrounding this platform and packing ev- 
ery street in its vicinity was by far the 
largest which has thus far greeted the 
President on his western tour. 

After the unveiling, President McKinley 
dedicated the monument in a formal ad- 
Gress. The president said: 


“Iam glad to stand before this monu- 
ment, dedicated to patriotic service and 
ie devotion in as holy a cause as

“@ur flag, wherever it floats, does not 
change in character. It is the same un- 
der a tropical sun as it is m your,.own 
United States. lt represents wherever its 
standard is raised liberty and advance- 
ment for the people; and in your allu- 
sions to the work of the congress and to 
the adminstration, I can only say for 
myself and for those associated with me, 
we have had no aim but a public aim, no 
purpose, but a good one, and upon our 
action, in the language of Lincoln and 
in the words of his proclamtion, we in- 
voke the considerate judgment of man- 
kind and the gracious favor of Almighty 
God. 

“T thank you for this gift, coming from 
the people of Peoria as an expression of 
their feeling and good will.’’ 

The party proceeded after dinner to 
Galesburg to spend the night. 

The exercises which will take place at 
Knox college, Galesburg, tomorrow 
morning, are designated to commemorate 
the forty-first anniversary of the famous 
debates between Abraham Lincoln and 
Stephen A. Douglas, one of which was 
held at Galesburg.

President Addresses a Large Crowd 
at Canton, Il.

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DEWEY PREFERS A 
READY MADE HOUSE 


Admiral Has a Conference with the 
Home Fond Committee. 


THANKFUL TO AMERICANS 


Informs Those in Charge of Contri- 
butions That He Is Impatient. 


DOES NOT WANT TO WAIT FOR BUILDERS 


Indicates the Section of the City in 
Which He Prefers To Reside and 
Leaves Committee To Select. 


Washington, October 6.—Admiral Dewey 
has elected to accept a house in Wash- 
ington already constructed, instead of 
having one built for his occupation. In 
accordance with the invitation of the 
committee which has had in charge the 
Dewey home fund he called at the office 
of Acting Secretary Allen, in the navy 
department, at 11 o’clock today, to in- 
dicate his preferences in the matter of a 
residence. There were present. besides 
Mr. Allen, Assistant Secretary Vanderlip, 
Assistant Postmaster General Heath 
and General Corbin. The admiral was 
officially informed of the purpose of the 
people of the United States to present 
him with a home in Washington. He 
frankly expressed his gratification at the 
tender, which he immediately accepted. 
Hle said if the proposed home had béen 
the gift of a few wealthy men hé should 
feel indisposed to accept it. But he 
noted that the fund had over 48,000 sub- 


_scribers, indicating that the home was to 


be really the gift of the American peo- 
ple, and as such he would accept it with 
as much pleasure as he had the sword 
bestowed upon him by congress. Then 
they talked upon the location of the resi- 
dence and the admiral showed a decided 
preference for the section in which he had 
made his home during his former details 
in Washington. He wished the house to 
be located in the northwest section some- 
where west of Sixteenth street and M, 
not too far north, thus indicating the 
reighborhood of his former residence and 
the clubs where he had spent a good deal 
cf his leisure time. First of all, he want- 
ed the house at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, so ‘that he ‘‘might go in and hang 
up his hat at once,’”’ as he put it. Of 
course that precluded the idea of erect- 
ing a house to meet his special needs. He 
expressed his ideas as to the character 
of the home he desires, and asked that 
the house be modest enough in appoint- 
ments and cost to permit of the retention 
of a sufficient sum of money from the 
purchase fund to defray the expense of 
furnishing. 

The committee listened attentively to 
all of these wishes and saw no reason 
why each ard all could not be gratified. 
The admiral is going to New York and 
wil] stop over if he can to see the yacht 
ra¢e on his “way to Sheliburne Farms, 
Vt. He expects to return to Washington 
in the course of a week. 

Meanwhile, the house committee, hav- 
ing invited written proposals of proper- 
ties. will go through the list carefullv 
and hopes to be able to present to the ad- 
miral on his return as many as half a 
dozen available houses from which he 
may make a personal selection. Theo 
fund at the disposal of the committee 
new amounts to about $50,000 and it is 
earnestly desired that this sum may be 
substantially increased during the time 
1en.aining before the purchase. 


PEWEY VISITS SOLDIERS’ HUME 


Admiral Is Given an Ovation by the 
Old Veterans. 

Washington, October 6.—Admiral Dewey 
received an ovation today at the Untited 
States Soldiers’ home, about two miles be- 
yond the city limits. He drove out there 
during the afternoon and General Ruggles, 
the governor of the home, introduced him 
to the veterans. The admiral told the 
veterans in a brief speech that he had 
never learned to appreciate the true valor 
and the noble qualities of the American 
soldiers till he had seen them fight in the 
Philippines. He had nothing but the 
highest esteem, he said, for the Ameriran 
soidiers and would always treasure their 
friendship.

Railroads Increase Freight Rates to 
the Atlantic Coast. 


Chicago, October 6.—The trans-continen- 
tal lines decided today to raise the rate 
from Chicago to the Atlantic seaboard on 
export corn from 14 to 20 cents per 100 
pounds and from 18 to 22 cents on domes- 
tic corn. All other export grains will be 
placed at 22 cents.

MORALS OF GERMANY ARE SHOWN _ 


TO BE AT DECIDEDLY SAD DISCOUNT 


Berlin, October 6.—Today’s develop- 
ments in the trial of persons charged 
with gambling at the Club des’ Harm- 
losen indicate that the special commis- 
sioner who was entrusted to work up 
the prosecution was wholly unfit for the 
task. He allowed the worst offenders 
to escape. Three of the defendants will 
be acquitted of the charge of fraudu- 
lent practices. Von Manteuffel, after 
the trial, will be disciplined. 

Emperor William, it is reported on 
good authority, will issue another anti- 
gambling decree, and will also punish 
superior officers whose regiments have 
disregarded his repeated orders against 
luxurious living on the part of officers. 
The press, commenting upon the trial, 
uniformly deplores the rottenness ex- 


isting in the highest fashionable circles 
in Berlin. The Post, semi-official, says 
drastic measures are required, and The 
Vorwaerts asserts that the case is a 
typical one. The Reichsbote says: 

“What kind of youth is this, wasting 
its time, substance and morality on gam- 
bling, horses and women, then bragging 
of its honor and expecting afterwards to 
become pillars of the state and religion?” 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung says every- 
body in Berlin gambles and speculates, 
and that betting on the races and tak- 
ing chances in the lotteries is universal 
among high and jow. Annually, the pa- 
per asserts, hundreds are ruined. 

The Vossische Zeitung, in its com- 
ments, calls attention to the almost en- 
tire disregard on the part of the army 
of the emperor's repeated anti-gambling 
decree.

Fourth Infantry Drives Insurgents 
from River Bank, 


THREE AMERICANS WOUNDED 


Sharp Engagement Results In Loss of 
Six Dead Filipinos, 


ENEMY FIRES WHILE RETREATING 


The West Bank of the Imus River 
Is Shelled at Close Range and 


the Rebels Are Com- 
pelled To Re- 
tire. 


Manila, October 6, 5:30 p. m.—General 
Fred Grant, with three companies of the 
Fourth infantry, two companies of the 
Fourteenth infantry and a band of scouts 
attached to the former regiment, advanc- 
ed from Imus this morning, driving the 
insurgents from the entire west bank of 
the Imus river, Three Americans were 
wounded. 

Companies C and H, with the scouts, 
crossed the river at Big Bend and advanc- 
ed westward in the direction of the Bin- 
cayan road, the insurgents firing volleys, 
but retiring. Twenty Filipinos were dis- 
covered intrenched at the Bincayan 
church, about midway between Bacoor 
and Cavite Viejo. These were routed, six 
being killed. Riley’s battery of the Fifth 
artillery made an effective sortie about 
a mile south of Bacoor and shelled the 
west bank of the river at close range. 
That bank is now held by the Americans. 


MULES FOR OTIS LOST AT SEA. 


Transport Siam Has a Rough Voyage 
to the Philippines. 

Manila, October 6, 4:40 p. m.—The United 
States transport Siam, which left San 
Francisco August 19th, with upward of 
330 valuable mules, the coming of which 
had been anxiously awaited, as mules are 
in great demand for continuing the cam- 
paign, arrived this morning and reported 
that all but nineteen of the animals had 
been lost in two severe typhoons, under 
peculiarly distressing conditions. The 
Siam, which left Honolulu thirty-one days 
ago, encountered the typhoons early this 
week. One lasted forty hoursg* Most of the 
forage, which was on deck, was swept 
overboard, all the boats were smashed 
and the steamer rolled tremendously in 
the trough of the sea, although the offi- 
cers made every effort to bring her about. 
The mules were hurled from side to side 
and frightfully mangled and disembowel- 
ed. Their legs and necks were broken and 
the wretched animals fell in such a con- 
fused mass that the attendants were una- 
ble to relieve them. 

In the meantime the deck load was 
washed off, the ship HNghtened and the 
rolling increased. When the storm abated 
the injured animals were killed and their 
carcasses thrown overboard. When the 
Siam arrived her propeller was high out 
of the water and the wrecks of her boats 
were hanging from the davits. 


NASHVILLE OFF FOR MANILA. 


Commander Rodgers Starts on Trip 
Upon Receipt of Orders. 
Washington, October 6.—Commander 
Rodgers, of the Nashville, has lost no 
time in obeying the oriets of the navy 
department to start for Manila. A cable- 
gram received from San Domingo today 
announces that he had already sailed for 
San Juan, Porto Rico, where he will stop 
and replinish his coal supply. The Nash- 


ville should make the trip to Manila by 
way of Suez in about seven weeks, or 
perhaps two months. 


OTTS AND WATSON NOTIFIED. 


Weshington Official Sends Advices 
of Orders to Navy. 
Washington, October 6.—Notification 
was sent bv cable to both General Otis 
and Adimra] Watson at Manila, of the 
intention of tha navy department to re- 
enforce the navy in the Philippines to 
a considerable extent and statine that 
the BrooklIvn and several other vessels 
-would be dispatched at the earliest pos- 
sible moment to the fslands. So far the 
only orders issued are to the Brooklyn, 
the Nashville. the New Orleans and the 
Badger. but in the course of a few weeks 
others will be added to the list in the 
shape of some of the smaller gunboats. 
The navy department is not aware of the 
use to which Admiral Watson and Gen- 
eral Otis will put this force, but un- 
doubtedly it is the purpose to make a 
supreme effort to crush the insurrection 
at an early day. Admiral Dewey re- 
garded it as essential that the insurg- 
ents should be cut off from the bountiful 
supplies they have been receiving through 
the ports which have not yet been closed 
and he expressed the greatest satisfac- 
tion at the information contained in the 
latest Manila advices to the eeffct that 
the insurgents were in straits to secure 
food. pointing out that this presaged an 
early collapse of their resistance if the 
evenues were kept closed against further 
supplies. 


NORTH ATLANTIC SQUADRON. 


The Warships Are Now in Hampton 
Roads Awaiting Sampson. 

Norfolk, Va., October 6—The North At- 
lantie squadron passed in the capes at 
7:30 tonight and is now in Hampton Roads. 
Rear Admiral Sampson is in command and 
will be here until the 13th instant. The 
squadron and its officers will be honored 
by Norfolk and Newport News during its 
stay here. A grand ball at the Chamber- 
lain hotel, Old Point, is announced for 
next Wednesday evening in honor of the 
officers.

The organic matter, which is the source 
of the most costly and essential of the 
plant foods is rapidly exhausted under 
tillage in the newer west. and needs to 
be constantly renewed, either through the 
use of clover in rotation or the applica- 
tion of stable manure or by plowing 
under green leguminous crops. The loss 
of nitrogenous material from the soil is 
not the only danger confronting the west- 
ern farmer. A continuous one crop sys- 
tem extending over a quarter of a centu- 
ry is working a change in the physical 
properties of the soil. The decrease of 
humus—i. e.—of decaying vegetable mat- 
ter is robbing the soil of its loamy, spongy 
character, so essential to maintain a hign 


percentage of water in the soil so that all | 


the physical and chemical agencies at 
work in preparing and conveying food to 
the roots of plants may work in harmony 
and work effectively. It was pointed out 
that while percolation robbed eastern 
soils of half the annual rainfall evapora- 
tion was the greatest source of loss in 
the west, and with the decrease of humus 
the loss from this source would increase. 
The summer rainfall was shown to be as 
great in the west as on the Atlantic coast, 
but the winter rainfall was much less.

SHAMROCK YET AT ANCHO 


Bath Owners Feel Confidemt of Tap- 
turing the Victory, 


EXPERTS ARE STILL GUESSING HARE 


No One Appears To Be Able To Get 
a Line on the Work and the 
Result of the Contest Is 
Still in Great 
Doubt. 


New York, October 6.—This has been a 
day of rest on board the. yachts. The Co- 
lumbia was towed from Sandy Hook to 
Bay Ridge to get her'out of any danger 
from the northeaster. The Shamrock re- 
mained at her anchorage at the Hook, her 
people willing to take the chances. The 
wind blew up pretty fresh about 6 o’clock, 
but there was nothing to threaten harm 
_to a yacht so well protected by tenders 
and tugs, to say nothing of the powerful 
Erin. 

The feeling on both sides is one of con- 
fidence. Mr. Iselin thinks he will win. 
Sir Thomas Lipton has a nice little corner 
in the Erin all ready for the cup. The 
public is im doubt and ft. must be said 
that there is a feeling of indecision among 
the expert yachtmen. he two days of 
drifting have furnished almost nothing 
on which to base opinion. They have, 
| however, seemed to strengthen the belief 
| that the Shamrock is a thoroughly dan- 
gerous proposition. This is now a well 
grounded opinion and if the two days of 
light airs have done anything they have 
shaken that confident feeling that has 
prevailed among the backers of the Co- 
lumbia. Those who have watched most 
closely every movement of the two yachts 
are firm in the belief that there is little 
to choose between them in a drift, and 
when it is remembered that the Shamrock 
people have never asserted that she was 
a drifter, it can readily be understood 
that-there is reason for the rise in Sham- 
rock stock.

If it 
comes, the world will see the greatest 
struggle for yachting supremacy in the 
history of international racing. With her 
great mainsail snugly stowed on the 
boom under a waterproof cover, the yacht 
Columbia lies at anchor off the Sea Beach 
pier at Bay Ridge today, riding out the 
easterly storm under the lee of the land. 
All her sails were unbent and stowed be- 
low, where they will be kept dry until 
needed. Should there be rain and a 
strong breeze, however, the sails will not 
be spared tomorrow, for rain of shine, 
barring accidents, the yachts will start 
in their race and make a third attempt 
to complete the course of fifteen miles to 
windward or leeward and back.

ALMINISTRATION IS DEFENDED 


McKinley and Cabinet Members 
Speak at Quincy, Ill. 

Quincy, Ill., October 6.—Cannons boom- 
ed and bands played ‘Dixie’ as President 
McKinley alighted from the Campania, 
his private car, at the grounds of the 
Illinois Soldiers’ Home this morning. The 
sun shone brightly, making an almost 
perfect day. Fifteen hundred veterans, 
inmates of the home, cheered enthusias- 
tically as the president and members of 
the cabinet took carriages to be driven 
between long platoons of soldiers around 
the beautiful grounds of the home. 

The president was first escorted to an 
improvised platform from which he 
bowed and smiled in acknowledgment of 
the veterans’ greetings, shaking hands 
with as many as possible. Then in com- 
pany with members of the local com- 
mittee the president made a short visit to 
the soldiers’ hospital. The presidential 
party was next driven from the soldiers’ 
home to the city proper, a distance of 
two miles. Company F, Fifth infantry, 
I. N. G., the naval reserves and com- 
pany F, Eighth Illinois infantry, escorted 
the party through the business district. 
The sailors were supplied with Hotchkiss 
guns, and as soon as the president ar- 
rived in sight of the public square a presi- 
dent’s salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired. Six thousand school children from 
a!l the schools of the city were massed on 
the east side of the courthouse, waving 
flags and singing national airs as the 
president arrived. 

The streets of Quincy were literally 
packed with people. A street fair is in 
projection and ail long the line of march 
booths and arches had been erected, most 
of which flaunted the stars and stripes 
and immense pictures of McKinley and 
Dewey. The procession went by a cir- 
cuitous route, through the principal busi- 
ness streets of the city until the public 
square was reached. There the president 
and members of the cabinet ascended 
the platform to review long files of vet- 
erans from the Soldiers’ Home. Mean- 
while a reception was held in honor of 
Mrs. McKinley in the parlors of the 
hotel. 

The president and several members of 
the cabinet delivered brief addresses 
from the stand. ‘The president said in 
part: | 

“This is an era of patriotism, my coun- 
trymen. The United States has never 
been lacking ingratitude to its soldiers 
and its sailors who have fought im its 
cause and the cause of the United States 
has never lacked defenders in every crisis 
of its history. From the revolutionary 
days to the present, the citizens of the 
United States have been ready to uphold 
at any cost the flag and the honor of the 
nation and then take all the responsibility 
which comes from a righteous cause. 
There are responsibilities, born of duty, 
that can never be repudiated. Duty un- 
performed is ‘dishonor, and dishonor 
brings shame which is heavier to carry 
fhan any burden which honor can im-

ILLINOIS PEOPLE HEAR BRYAN. 


Nebraskan Discusses the Silver Ques- 
tion Fully at Canton. 
Canton, Ill., October 6.—Colonel William 
J. Bryan visited the Canton Street fair 
today and delivered an address on the 
public square to an immense audience. 


He said: 

‘The silver question is not dead, not- 
withstanding the fact that for a number 
of years our republican friends have been 
claiming that it has been interred. The 
claim that the people settled the silver 
question in 18% is not true. The only 
party before the people in that campaign 
that had a gold standard platform was 
the gold democratic party, and that party 
carried one township and that was in 
western Kansas, which had in it only six 
voters. This does not appear to me to be 
a settlement of the silver question.’’ 

Mr. Bryan then paid his respects to 
the trusts, which he said had in the main 
grown up within the last few years as the 
result of republican legislation. He did 
not agree with Mark Hanna, who, said 
Mr. Bryan, recently said, after returning 
from England, that the English system of 
government was as good, if not better, 
than the American system. 

About half of Mr. Bryan’s address was 
devoted to the foreign policy of the ad- 
ministration. Its trend, Mr. Bryan said, 
was in the direction of imperialism. The 
war fn the Philippines, he said, was a war 
of conquest, and not one in the interest of 
republicarm, government. He wanted the 
Filipinos Yreated as the government had 
promised to treat the Cubans. Instead of 
doing what was being done, he thought 
it would have been better for Admiral

Boers Will Not Move Unless They

RESERVES ARE NOW UNDER BRDERS 


Transvaal Officer Is Now Massing 
Six Thousand Boers on Frontier 
with a View of Repelling 
Invasion by British - 

Forces. 


London, October 6.—There has been a 
complete dearth of news from South 
Africa today. The few dispatches re- 
ceived regarding military movements at 
various points all tend to confirm the 
belief that President Kruger will restrain 
any forward movement by the Boers un- 
less they are fired upon or war is ac- 
tually declared. It is now practically 
certain that parliament will meet on 
October 7th. 

Reserves will be summoned tomorrow 
in sufficient number to bring up to a 
war strength the regiments warned to 
hold themselves in readiness for service 
in South Africa, or about one-sixteenth 
of the total reserve. 

The Daily News asserts that an army 
corps will be mobilized tomorrow. 

A dispatch from Mafeking announces 
that Commandant Cronje, of the Boer 
forces has been promoted to the rank of 
general, and is massing 6,000 Boers, with 
artillery, near Ramathlabama, north of 
Mafeking. The dispatch adds that Gen- 
eral Cronje has sent a message to the 
camp of the imperial troops that the will 
cross the border at the first shot fired in 
Natal. 

It is stated that Rt. Hon. Henry Es- 
combe, formerly premier of Natal, is go- 
ing to Pretoria in the interest of peace. 
H, M. S. Philomol suddenly left Durban 
today for Delagoa bay. 

The Daily, Chronicle's Rome correspon- 
dent says that the British have applied to 
Signor Marconi, with a view of employ- 
ing his system of wireless telegraphy in 
the Transvaal campaign. 


O’BEIRNE IS IN WASHINGTON. 


Kruger’s., Representative Will Call 
on Secretary Hay. 


Washington, October 6.—General 
O’Beirne, of New York, whom the Trans- 
vaal government has appointed its rep- 
resentative in this country, arrived here 
from New York tonight, and has an ap- 
pointment with Acting Secretary of State 
Hill at 11 o’clock tomorrow, when he 
will take up the m:§ter of his recogni- 
tion by this government as the South 
African republic’s accredited diplomatic 
commissioner. General O’Beirne said to- 
night that he would ask that the friendly 
offices of the United States be used to 
avert hostilities between the Transvaal 
and the British empire. He was not 
clear as yet ag to the proceedure to be 
followed. 

The Transvaal government, he geaid, 
probably already has cabled him ful] in- 
— but they had not yet reached 

im. 

Genera]. O’Bierne expressed the opin- 
jon to an Associated Press reporter to- 
night that war would be averted. 

“The condition of affairs in the repub- 
lic, he said, ‘‘are acute and most crit- 
ical. But there is a willingness on the 
part of the Transvaal authorities to ar- 
bitrate the issue, and that may yet be 
effected. But, if the worst comes to 
worst, it must be borne in mind that the 
Boers are good fighters. They are a 
very religious people, and religious peo- 
ple. it has been demonstrated, make the 

While inclined 
to arbitrate the controversy, the Boers 
are making preparations steadily 
rapidly for every emergency, and they 
will be found in readiness if need be.”’

The note was not written on the sta- 
tionery of the Columbus police depart.

There were some misspelled words. The | 
piece of paper was not inclosed in an en- 
velope. Cashier Bates knew at once that 
the note was a forgery, and so told his 
family. He took the number of the ne- 
gro’s hack, but told him that he would not 
go bagk to the city. The negro asked 
him if he wanted to pay him then, or 
should he call at the bank the next morn- 
ing. Subsequent developments showed 
that the hackman was either very igno- 
rant or else very nervy in making this

Colonel Wiley speaks enthusiastically 
about the regiment and says if the legis- 
lature will-only put the appropriation back 
to what it once was, the militia of Georgia 
will be on the same, if not better, footing 
than before the Spanish-American war. 
The three companies in Macon are in 
first-class condition and weekly drills are 
held.

There has been added also a business 
department where bookkeeping, type- 
writing and stenography will be taught. 
In the agricultural department boys will 
be taught farming and truck gardening. 

There is every indication that this schoo] 
will prove to be one of the most useful 
institutiong of the state, President 
Wright is expecting a visit from Cancel- 
lor Hill, of the University of Georgia. 
Chaneellor Hill is ex-officio superintend- 
ent of this school. Colonel Meldrim, ex- 
Mayor Cline, of Milledgeville, Superin- 
tendent Ashmore, of the public school 
System, and Colonel Murrell, of Winter- 
ville are members of the commission ap- 
pointed by the governor of Georgia to 
look after this school. 

It will be interesting to the people 
of Georgia to know what splendid work 
is being done by the state for the educa- 
tion of the colored people in this insti{- 
tution. The graduating class next year 
will be very large. Since its inaugura- 
tion by Governor Northen the schoo! has 
grown so much that the governor would 
scarcely know it now. The president of 
the school has sent out this year nearly 
1,500 catalogues in compliance with re- 
Quests for the same, and has had to 
decline nearly 300 students who wished to 
enter, but were unabDie to pay the small 
price of $5 per month for board and. 
therefore, asked for aid which the schoo! 
could not give. The school, unlike Book- 
er Washington’s school, has no aid to give 
and had, therefore, to decilne all such 
students. But the expenses in this school 
have been reduced to 4 minimum.

In a special and peculiar sense they 
stand for a cause that is all the more 
sacred bezause it is now nothing but 
a memory. They bled and suffered on 
a field which gave the American sol- 
dier an opportunity to win the amazed 
admiration of the world by his valor, 
his devotion and his self-sacrifice. 
they engage in politics, 
when for no particular reason a few 
men are permitted to place the influ- 
encg of their organization at the feet 
of a political candidate, when, in 
short, they take their organization 
from the niche it occupies in our his- 
tory and allow its purposes and its 
obligations to be be tossed to and fro 
by those who are sejking office, it 
wounds memory and makes common 
that which should be set apart and 
held sacred. The confederate veter- 
ans, themselves, resent it. 

We do not believe that the veterans 
will allow their organization to be 
used in such fashion. They know 
what they stand for and fee] tha ne- 
cessity of holding their organization 
aloof from uses that are foreign to 
its aim and ruinous to its efficiency. 
it is plain to be seen 
that the time is not far distant when 
office seekers, anxious to command 


‘suecess, will be bold enough to peti- 


tion the veterans to sacrifice their 
organization to considerations of per- 
sonal selfishness. 

‘The pressure which we fel will be 
brought to bear on the veterans has 
already been felt by the Grand Army 
of the Republic, revresenting the union 
veterans; and while on many occasions 
men have exploited their connection 
with the Grand Army for political pur- 
poses, the organization, as such, has 
never officially declared itself to be in 
favor of any political candidate. 

Associations that are based on sen- 
timent and memory, and that repre- 
sent what is historic or ennobling in 
human endeavor cannot afford to roll 
about in the dust with the politicians. 
Let the veterans -take as lively an in- 
terest in politics as possible, but let 
them do so as individuals.

But, leaving this branch of the sub- 
ject altogether out of -view as some- 
thing too unsubstantial to insist on or 
too shadowy to estimate it cannot be 
denied that the wagon trade is a very 
important feature of Atlanta’s busi- 
ness life. ‘The volume of it would be 
difficult to estimate, but it is large 


enough to bq the chief source of the 
‘strength and substance of hundreds of 
‘our thriftiest retail 
it concerns, too, the majority of our 
wholesale dealers, who are called upon 
from week to week to replenish the

part? 

The moment they open thar eyes to 
the great development that is going 
on in the communities all about them 
—a devdopment so extraordinary that 
it has attracted the attention of the 
world—they will be struck by the 
startling fact that Atlanta, up to the 
present moment. is not in it. as the 
phrase goes. Macon, Columbus and 
the smaller country towns all around 
us are preparing to take the raw cot- 
ton that comes to them. put it throuch 
the various processes of manufacturing 


lend thus increase its value and add 
many hundred times the amount of 
money that it commands in the raw 
state, 

This is the spectacle that strikes us 
on all sides and in all quarters. In 
every community where energy and 
business sagacity reside, tha business 
men and the merchants, the wholesale 
men and the retailers, are forming 
themselves into stock companies and 
utilizing their resources in preparing 
to manufacture cotton into the fin- 
ished product, instead of sending it 
abroad in its raw state. 

INow, to the merchants and business 
men who ar@ taking part in it, this 
movement means very much mora than 
the large dividends that are sure to be 
realized from cotton mills prudently 
managed, It means, first of all, a 
substantial increase in the popula- 
tion—in the number of those who are 
consumers, ‘This increase, of course, 
means an additional demand for goods 
and supplies. But this is not all, At 
present, the money with which the 
crop is moved—the money with which 
it is paid for—is borrowel from the 
northern banks, and must be sent 
back thejre almost immediately. Very 
little of it remains in the south. 

The manufacture of cotton into the 
finished product changes all this. The 
money with which the cotton is moved, 
in the first place, may have to be 
sqnt back to the northern banks, but 
the money for which the manufactured 
product is sold comes from abroad, and 
is anew and permanent addition to the 
circulating medium available in the 
community. It remains there in tha 
shape of wages paid to operatives, as 
well as in the shape of dividends and 
profits to the stockholders. 

Something else remains to be said. 
The additions to the population of the 
community which are made necessary 
by the organization of a cotton mill 


of the farm. The new demand for 
cotton will enable yroducers to get a 
better price for the raw material, and 
the necessities of the operatives will 
create a wider and a better market for 
the various products which thrifty 
farmers’ raise in addition to cot- 
ton. Now, wherever farmers sell 
to the best advantage there they 
buy, and the reports they carry 
home with them are. circulated 
through the countryside, and thus the 
trade and traffic of the community fs 
gradually broadened and strengthened. 

All this is very elementary in its 
nature, and yet there are many mer- 
chants and business men who never 
stop to investigate or enumerate the 
various factors which, taken together, 
make up the great body and volume of 
'a city’s trade. Many, without cons 'd- 
‘ering the matter, imagine that it fs a 
/matter of personal popularity. Again, 
ithe talk you some}'mes hear about an 
old and long established business im- 
plies that age has something to do 
with it--that the more venerable a 
business firm is, the more successful 
it is. 

Rut considerations such as these cut 
a very small figura in the matter. The 
cash trade of a city is carried on by 
| producers who have something to sell, 
and thev and their trade will be at- 
| tracted to the communities where they 
‘are able to get the best prices for 
their products. 


difference in the price of cotton has 
had the effect of striking a blow at At- 
lanta’s retail trade which is sensibly 
felt by our merchants. 

And this deficit of trade will take a 
much more serious shane wnless At- 
lanta’s merchants and business men 
follow thei examnle of those of other 
communities and organize themselves 
into stock companies for the purpose 
of building cotton mills. 


The Venezuelan Decision. 

The Venezuelan decision has failed 
to establish the fairness of arbitration 
under existing conditions and methods 
of settling international disputes. 

Cold and impassioned as Former 
President Harrison is, his criticism of 
the decision will be regarded as all the 
more striking. ‘‘Arbitration in theory,” 
says he, “is all right, but when an in- 
tey>national tribunal faces such a prob- 
lem as we have had tostudy and solve, 
ideal justice must invariably submit 
to questions of «axpediency. Unless 
courts of arbitration in the future show 
themselves braver and less inclined to 
be pleasant to both sides, such tactics 
will deter the nations from submit- 
ting their differences to tribunals of 
this character. For the nation which 
has right on her side will feel sure 
that a part of her righteous claim will 
be sacrificed to please the other party.” 
| To remedy the fault inseparably 
‘connected with arbitration when the 
| parties are appointed directly by the 
‘principals, Mr. Harrison suggests that 
‘there should be a permanent court up- 
on arbitration, the members of which 
| should be placed beyond all feeling of 
| partisanship or obligation to special 
nations. ‘Such a court, removed from 
approach or collusion, would decide all 
matters coming before it on the facts 
and admitted international law, and 
expediency would play no part. 

The court which has just adjourned 
possessing a European majority bound 
together, gave Venezuela 100,000 miles 
of worthless swamp land and England 
500,000 miles of the most valuable ter- 
ritory in South America. Much of the 
land given to England has not been 
trodden by man and very little of it is 
inhabited, but it is reputed to be 
wealthy beyond the dreams of avarice, 
and it was for this reason that Cham- 
berlain revived the dormant contro- 
versy and tried to prod the peaceful 
and apathetic Veneguelans to. war. 
With the seal fisheries arbitration in 
view, this latest essay is not very en- 
couraging. ‘Almost an empire is taken 
from Venezuela and given to Great 
Britain with the strok@ of a pen. 

Of course, Venezuela is in honor 
bound to accept the verdict, but its 
unfairness does not afford much en- 
couragement for a repetition of such 
courts.

GEORGIA’S LOST GROUND; 
HOW TO REGAIN IT 


The New York Journal calls attention 
to the rapid growth of cotton manufac- 
turing in the south, and predicts that this 
great industry will shift its headquarters 
from New England to this region. 

’ Nothing stands in the way. It is a 
case of manifest destiny. 

The prosperous industries of the north 
have been built up under many disad- 
vantages, and they have all along re- 
quired thé fostering care of the govern- 
ment. 


In the early bistory of this republic, be- 
fore the government had fully developed 
its policy of protection which afterwards 
enriched New Englard, ithe south was the 
industrial leader. 

Only ninety years ago Charleston had a 
bigger trade than New York! 

At that time the people of Georgia and 
the Carolinas were noted for their indus- 
trial and commercial activity. 

Longstreet had tried the first steamboat 
on the Savannah river as early as 1806. 
Four years later cotton factories were 
started in Wilkes and Morgan, and at the 
same time our state agricultural society 


was organized. During this period Geor- 
gia came to the front with Waitney’s 


cotton gin,

Governor Northen several years ago 
brought out the fact that in the federal 
census of 1810 the manufactured products 
of Georgia and the Carolinas were great- 
er, both in variety and value, than the 
manufactured products of all New Eng- 
land. 

To the people of the present generation 
this statement seems almost like a fairy 
tale, and yet it is in the census reports. 

Ehat old census list of Georgia indus- 
tries ninety years ago includes cotton 
goods, flax, hemp and woolen govods, 
various cloths and stuffs, spindles, spin- 
ning machines, looms, furniture, carding 
machines, leather, labor-saving machin. 
ery, bagging, boots and shoes, wagons, 
harness, blomaries, forges, naileries, soap 
and candles, distilleries, breweries, pow- 
der mills and saw mills. 


— 


In those days cotton had just taken the 
place of silk as a leading raw product 
and manufactured article, put tobacc) 
was expected to become the most profit- 
able crop. 

The farmers raised their own home sup- 
ples, including enough live stock for 
export. 

One road from the northern part of the 
state to Savannah was known as the 
“Tobacco Road,’ because the tobacco 
planters used it to wagon their crop to 
market. 

The Georgians of that era had not for- 
gotten that this commonwealth was 
founded as a manufacturing colony, and 
they stuck to that line, in spite of the 
Increasing importance of agriculture. 

Georgia made steady progress in man- 
ufacturing until the destructive period of 
the civil war, New England then took 
advantage cf the situation, but we are 
now recovering lost ground. 

Already the south manufactures about 
one-third of the American cotton crop, 
and Georgia manufactures about 25 per 
cent of the south’s factory products. 

From 1880 to i890 the increase in value 
of Georgia's manufactured products was 
0 rer cent. At this rate we may expect 
the value of our manufactures to double 
in ten years.

Within recent years there has been a 
rapid growth in our woolen, cotton seed 
oil, fertilizer, iron, marble and granite, 
patent medicine, furniture, machinery and 
other industries, to say nothiag of lum- 
ber and naval stores, 


Although only about 170 years old, this 
commonwealth has passed through sev- 
eral remarkable industrial changes, 

At first it was a silk colony, and the 
filature at Savannah was the Diggest 
manufacturing enterprise. Then, indigo, 
tobacco and live stock claimed at- 


tures. Now, we seem to be returning to 
some of our early industries, with a fair 
progpect of regaining in seme Hnes all 
that w@ lost ninety years ago. 

While we are using up-to-date machin- 


| ery and methods, it will be seen that we 


are standing by our old-fashioned indus- 
trial policy, and the revival of the to- 
be cco iniustry is on that lina. 


This emphatic admission that our old 
ways are, after all, the best should 
cauge us to reconsider some of our early 
business methods which have been aban- 
doned in the past generation or so. 

The Constitution, a few days ago, made 
some strong points in favor of returning 
to our old system under which the cotton 
factors held cotton for the planters and 
made liberal advinces of money, on it. 

Some such system is needed now. 
Firms of cotton factors doing business 
under state bank charters would be able 
to issue warehouse receipts which woul¢ 
be recognized as yood collateral, accord 
ing to the standing of the factor-banking 
concerns issuing them. 


It is evident that we are entering upon 
an era of phenomenal progress and -pros- 
perity. 

But there is only one safe, short road, 
and it is the imdustrial road, 

Prosperity will not come to us through 
politics, nor will it come through specu- 
lation. It must come through the sensi- 
ble business and industrial policy of our 
grandfathers, who ninety years ago made 
Georgia and the Carolinas leap ahead of 
all of New England in the matter of 
manufactures. 

Exalt your home industries; encourage 
manual education; reward ingenuity and 
skill; make your children believe that a 
superior man in an industrial occupation 
is the equal of a superior man in a pro- 
fession Make your fight on this line. 
end you will make Georgia one of the 
richest and most powerful states in the 
union, ,

Neill, being heavily short of the market, man- 
ufactured a prophecy calculated to put dollars 
into his own pocket. Such a course does not 
amount to a common law or a statutory offense, 
and it may be regarded as entirely legitimate 
in the line of trade, of which Neill is a highly 
respected -member, but it is questionable wheth- 
er the man who would be guilty of such con- 
duct is not morally as culpable as those who 
If it 


credit he had with the cotton interests of the 
country, deliberately overestimated the crop in 
order to depress prices, he would have per- 
petuated a swindle in its essential features as 
surely as if he had defrauded a correspondent 
out of money that belonged to him, and the in- 
jury done would be far more extensive in the 
former than.in the latter instance. Every far- 
mer in the south who had to sell his cotton for 
less than it was actually worth in an open 
market should be numbered among the victims 
of such a piece of chicanery. We do not accuse 
Mr. Neill of doing these things. We merely 
take this oécasion to remark that should the 
event show that a nine million-bale crop of 
cotton has been made this year, the public would 
be justified in regarding him either as a statis- 
ticlan who went suddenly daft, or else as a 
speculator whose conscience is subservient to 
his commercial! interests.

Colonel John Simpson, quartermaster 
of the department of the gulf, and the 
ranking officer of the department in the 
absence of General Frank, received a tel- 
egram from Quartermaster General Lud- 
ington yesterday morning confirming the 
report of the abandonment of the de- 
partment. It is understood that the 
transfer of the headquarters to the | 
department of the east is to be made at | 
once, and the officers in Atlanta are | 
awaiting anxiously the arrival of the | 
forma] order, which is expected by mail 
this morning. 

Without exception, the eighty-odd of- 
ficers and employees of the department 
of the guif read with regret yesterday 
morning, the announcement of the de- 
termination of the secretary of war to 
abandon the headquarters in this city 
and make the department of the gulf a 
division of the department of the east. 
Officers and men are pleased with their 
present location, and would do all they 
could consistently do to aid the business 
men of Atlanta to have the department 
retained. 

When the headquarters were removed 
from San Antonidé, Tex., to Atlanta be- 
fore the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, the department to a man was 
pleased, and now that they are to be 
ordered away, they are correspondingly 
displeased, but at the same time de- 
termined to accept the orderg of their 
superior officers without complaint. 

The business men of Atlanta are stirred 
up over the confirmation of the decision 
of the war department, and the wires 
were kept busy yesterday urging the 
members of the Georgia delegation in 
congress to use their influence to have 
the order revoked. 

Before leaving the city, the committee 
of citizens named to invite Admiral Dew- 
ey, was fully instructed to visit the 
war department and see ‘what could be 
done to have the decision held up. It 
was generally regretted on all sides that 
President McKinley is not in Washing- 
ton, -having gone on a political mission 
to the west. Several business men re- 
called the repeated utterance of the 
president, that Atlanta had not received 
her deserts in the appointment of troops 
in the south during the encampment 
period, and the belief prevailed that 
should the chief executive be in Wash- 
ington when the committee arrived, he 
would be more willing than anyone else 
to make concessions to Atlanta. It was 
even suggested on some sides to name | 
a@ committee to go to Chicago for the 
perpose of appealing to the president and 
the secretary of war. :

WILL THE ROADS 
HAYET 0 PAY FINES? 


Commission Meets on Monday To De- 
clde What To Do. 


ALL THE STATE IS WATCHING 


The Depot, Question Is Far More 
Than a Local Affair. 


EVERY GEORGIAN [S$ INTERESTED 


tt Is Suggested That the State Build 
a Union Station and Rent It 
to the Railroads. 


Now the scheme is for the state to 
patch up the old carshed or build a new 
one. 

The roads will be represented at Mon- 
day’s meeting of the commission. The 
commission cannot afford to be ignored by 
the roads. It is assumed that the board 
will find the roads—possibly $5,000 apiece 
and if they decline to pay, then go into 
the courts and ask for a judgment 
against the companies. 

The whole state is watching the rail- 
road commissicn to see what ft will do. 
Atlanta’s depot matter is more a state 
issue than it is local. All the state is 
interested and the people are watching 
for developments and results. 

If the commission needs any addl- 
tional power the legislature can be count- 
ed on to confer it, because, as remarked 
above, it is a state affair. And the leg- 
islature meets the latter part of this 
month. 

At Monday’s conference the subject of 
havine the state build a new union sta- 
tion in Atlanta will be taken up. 

The state can build one for $500,000 and 
it ought to get $30,000 to $50,000 annual 
rental. Of course, it would be necessary 
to make leases with the roads before 
building. Some of the managers have 
stated in the past that they would rent 
from the state. The arrangements would 
not be complicated. 

If after thorough discussion and con- 
ference between the roads and the rail- 
road commission and the special legisla- 
tive commission it should appear to be a 
good financial move for the state to 
build, the necessary legislation can no 
doubt be obtained. On the face of the 
proposition it appears that the state could 
borrow the money at 3 per cent and rent 
the station for a sum equal to 8 or 10 per 
cent on the investment. If that is found 
to be true, the state could well afford to 
make the investment. It would net 
thousands of dollars a year besides hold- 
ing the railroad terminal of Atlanta on 
its own property, and increasing the 
value of the Western and Atlantic. 

Major J. W. Thomas, president of the 
lessee company, telegraphed yesterday 
that he had done all in his power to 
get the roads to agree on some plan. 
He stated that he would be here Monday 
te confer with the commission. 

Any fines collected from the roads will

CONSTITUTION IS 
10 BE GONSTRUED 


Bill of Exceptions Filed Yesterday in 
Central Road Case. 


HEARING TO BE HAD SOON 


Suit Will Be Argued Before Supreme 
Court in November. 


BILL WAS FILED IN PUTNAM COUNTY 


The Hearing of the Case in Supreme 
Court Will Be the Prominent 
Feature of October Term. 


A bill of exceptions In the case of the 
state against the Central Railroad of 
Georgia et. al. was filed late yesterday af- 
ternoon in the Putnam county superior 
court by Judge Turner, of the prison 
commission, who left, Atlanta for Eaton- 
ton yesterday for that purpose. 

The bill of exceptions was filed by the 
counsel for the state since the judgment 
of the court was rendered in favor of 
the Central railroad and against the 
contention of the state that the Central 
had violated the constitution in defeating 
or attempting to defeat competition. 

Attorney General Terrell and the coun- 
sel for the people of Eatonton were busi- 
ly engaged in the preparation of the bill 
for the past week and every effort was 
made to complete it in time to get tho 
case in the supreme court at the present 
October term. The bill, it is understood, 
does not allege any specific error in the 
decision of Judge Hart, of the Ocmulgee 
circuit, but is based on the broad ground 
that in deciding that the Central railroad 
et. al had not violated the constitution 
by the purchase of the Middle Georgia 
and Eatonton branch road, the court was 
in the wrong and had committed error. 

The effect of this, it is said, will be that 
before the supreme court the entire case 
will come up for revision and not any 
one particular point in it. This was a 
tacit agreement between the’ counsel 
for. both sides before the decision of Judge 
Hart was rendered that the case should 
be carried to the supreme court for re- 
vision in full. 

Before rendering his decision and after 
the conclusion of the argument in At- 
lanta, Judge Hart laughingly remarked 
that he took it for granted the case would 
be appealed to the supreme court, since 
the counsel on both sides desired the 
court of last resort to pass on the section 
of the constitution upon which the suit 
had been brought. For this reason it 
is certain that the bill of exceptions will 
be duly signed and the case come up 
for oral argument in the supreme court 
during the present term. If signed at 
onee the case will be given a place at the 
heel of the Ocmulgee circuit and may 
be reached by the court during the first 
week in November. 

The suit is probably the most import- 
ant the supreme court will be called on 
to pass upon during the October term, as 
it demands a construction of section 5800 
of the code or that part of the consti- 
tution prohibiting a line from purchas- 
ing stock in or absorbing a competitor. 

The case. as pointed out before, has 
many points of resemblance to the case 
brought by the state against the Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company, al- 
though it is argued that the settlement of 
the one need not necessarily determine 
the other. In the Central road case, for 
instance, Judge Hart held that there was 
a difference between competing lines and 
competitive roads, holding that the com- 
petition which formerly existed between 
the Central and the Middle Georgia and 
Atlantic was of the latter character 
and not the former; that where lines 
competed only at certain points and not 
through a-long stretch of territory that 
they were not operating in vielation of 
section 5800 of the code. 

This was one of the leading points in 
the decision of Judge Hart and one of 
particular interest for the supreme court 


to pass upon. 

In the case af the Consolidated and the 
Atlanta Street Railway Company it is 
said that under Judge Hart's decision 
they would be held to have violated the 
constitution since the two lines ran par- 
allel to several points out of the city. 

Colonel R. Lawton, the leading 
counsel for the Central, is now in New 
York, but he is expected to reach At- 
lanta several days before the case comes 
up in the supreme court. The argument 
of the case and the decision of the su- 
preme court will be awaited with interest 
in every part of the state, as the decision 
will be the basis for many similar deci- 
sions in the future.

ARE CONSOLIDATED 


Executive Committee Made Official Re- 
port Yesterday. 


FEW CHANGES IN RETURNS 


Resolutions Calling for Election of 
New Committee Adopted. 


MASSMEETING TO BE HELD NOVEMBER 10TH 


Candidates Present Took Oath of Of- 
fice and Were Formally De- 
clared Nominated. 


———— 


The consolidation of the votes cast in 
the primary of Thursday was effected in 
the city council] chamber yesterday after- 
noon by the city executive committee. 
There were only one or two errors dis- 
covered in the printed tabulated vote and 
one of these was in favor of Henry W. 
Grady, the successful candidate for coun- 
cil from the sixth ward. Mr. Grady’s ma- 
jority was discovered to be 427, 

The business of the meeting was not 
confined to making the consolidation of 
the votes and announcing the result. Cap- 
tain Brotherton introduced a resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted, and pro- 
vides for a massmeeting on November 
10th, at which time a new executive com- 
mittee will be elected. Each ward will be 
allowed four members and an equal num- 
ber of alternates. 

During the meeting Candidates Harvey 
Johnson, M. M. Welch, C. A, Barrett, A. 
Cc. Minhinnett and Henry W. Grady sign- 
ed affidavits, in the presence of the exec- 
utive committee, that they had acted in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
rules of the primary. This act was in the 
nature of taking the oath of office. The 
other successful candidates were not pres- 
ent, but will be declared nominated as 
soon as they have filed their oath with 
the committee. 

Before adjournment was taken all of the 
candidates present delivered short 
speeches in which they complimc§.ted the 
executive committee and the managers 
for the excellent manner in which the 
primary had been conducted. A rising 
vote of thanks was tendered Captain W. 
H. Brotherton for his efficient work as 
Chairman of the committee having in 
hand the details of the work of the pri- 
mary. 

Shortly after noon Chairman Porter 
King called the executive committee to 
order. He announced that in accordance 
with Mr. Weich’s wish, he had accepted 
that gentleman's resignation as a member 
of the sub-committee, and while ne held 
Mr. Wlech's resignation as secretary and 
a member of the executive committee, he 
felt that the matter should be brought to 
the attention of the members as soon as 
possible for action. 

W. O. Jones lZade Secretary. 

Oscar Turner then moved that W. O. 
Jones be elected temporary secretary. Mr. 
Jones was selected unanimously and en- 
tered upon his duties as such at once. 

After roll call it was found that there 
were fifteen members of the executive 
committee present, which composed a 
quorum, and the business of the meeting 
was then taken up in detail. 

L. B. Austin stated that it was his wish 
to call the attention of the committee to 
the recent death of one of the commit- 
teemen—Captain Mays, and made a mo- 
tion to the effect that a committee of 
three be appointed by the chairman to 
draft suitabie resolutions regarding the 
matter. 

Betore any appointments were made 
Harvey Johnson made a motion that tne 
resolutions aiso incorporate the names 
ot Committeemen Zeb Bailey and Josn 
Johnson. The motions were favored by 
the committee, and Chairman King ap- 
pointed Messrs. Austin, Jones and bosche 
as a committee to prepare the resolutions. 

Mr. Welch’s resignation was :then read 
by the secretary, but the committee refus- 
ed to accept it further than to relieve 


him from the duties of secretary, a condi-: 


tion that he asked after action had been 
taken in regard to the resignation. He 
expressed his thanks:to the committee for 
the compliment of declining to allow him 
to sever his connection with the body. 
On motion of Captain Brotherton, Mr. 
Jones was elected permanen® chairman, 
and then the werk of consoildation was 
begun. ‘ihe chair appointed H. A. Ethridge 
and W. J. Campbell to assist the secreta- 
ry in making the official count. 
Consolidation Results Announced. 
It was found that 8. P. Moncrief should 
have been credited with 376 votes in the 
sixth instead of 367, a transportation of 
figures having occurred on the return 
sheets. A similar mistake was discovered 
in the return of Henry Grady in the tifth. 


It was discovered that Mr. Grady received | 


237 votes in that ward instead of 278, as 
had appeared. W. M. Terry’s vote in the 
seventh was found to have been 73 instead 
of 93. 

These discoveries did not effect the re- 
sults. The official announcemenf was 
then read and the candidates preseut 
stepped forward to the secretary's desk 
and signed the affidavits, as required. 
They were then deciared nominated. A 
provision was made in the case of the 
candidates absent, and these will be de- 
clared nominated when they have signed 
before a notary and filed their affidavit 
with the secretary of the committee. 
'Messrs. Turner, Foreman and Holley 
were appointed a special committee to 
see that the boxes containing the ballots 
were delivered to the clerk of the su- 
perior court and kept sealed for thirty 
days, after which the ballots will be de- 
stroyed, if there is no contest. 


Captain Brotherton’s Resolutions. 


Immediately after the appointment of 
this committe@ Captain Brotherton an- 
nounced that he had a resolution to pre- 
sent to the committee. It was designed to 
provide for the holding of a mass meeting 
next month and for the selection of a 
new executive committee. 

It was unanimously adopted and reads 
as follows:

“Statistics of failures point to continued 
trade improvements and to a still ebbing 
tide of business mortality. 

‘Failure reports for the first and sec- 
ond quarters of the year left little to be 
desired, showing, as they did, fewer fail- 
ures than in any but the most favored 
years and liabilities the smallest for at 
Returns by months 
showed failures and liabilities in June only 
about half what they were in January, in- 
dicating that failures were well down to 
the minimum possible when the friction in 
ord nary life was considered. 

‘The present report of business failures 
is, however, even better than any that has 
gone before it In recent years and the 
third quarter of the year 1899, appropriat. 
ly enough, shows the fewest failures, the 


smallest liabilities and the smaliest pro- 
| portion of assets to Habilities 
' there is any recent record. 


of which 
As indicative 
of this good showing being representative 
of existing conditions, it is to be remark- 
ed that failures and Habilities alike found 
their minimum this year in September 
and rorresponding to those of previous 
years show that the month just closed 
came near to, if not actually, possessing 
the record of the smallest business em- 
barrassments and Habilities. 

There were only 2,026 failures, Involving 


| $15,550,965 In Habilities and $6,340,286 in as- 


sets, in the third quarter in 1899, a de- 
crease of 16 per cent in number and of 
48 per cent in Habilities from the same 
quarter of last year, which it is hardly 
necessary to add was a very good one for 
business generally. 

“Compared with the second quarter of 
1899, liabilities are 18 per cent smaller, and 
compared with the first three months of 
this year, liabilities are less than half as 
heavy. This tendency is practically uni- 
versal, though a slight increase in num- 
ber and liabilities of failures in the west 


| over those in the second quarter is notice- 
| able. 


Against this, however, it is to be 
recalled that comparisons with a year ago 
are unsatisfactory, though business con- 
ditions last year in the west and north- 


| west were highly favorable. 


“Perhaps the most satisfactory showing 
of all is that made by the southern states, 
which have at last, apparently, begun to 
share in the prosperity earlier noted in 
other sections of the country, 

“Confirmation of reports from time to 
time of improving southern trade condi- 
tions, partly, of course, the result of bet- 
ter cotton prices, is found in current fail- 
ure returns. Growth in population and, 


consequently in the number of traders, is 
| apparently mainly responsible for the in- | 
\ereased number of failures 


the territories. The total number of fail- 
ures for the niine months was only 7,075, a 
fa.ling off of 20 per cent from last year, 
of 28 per cent from 1897 and of 37 per cent 
from 189, which year held the record for 
most numerous nine months failures, ex- 
ceeding even the year 1893. As regards lia- 
bilities, the total for the period under re- 
view—$65,550,218—is 35 per cent smailer than 
it Was last year; 45 per cent smaller than 
in 1897, 61 per cent smalier than in 1896, 80 
per cent smaller than in 1893, the panic 
year; 14 per cent smaller than in 1892, and, 
in fact, is the smallest aggregate of liabil- 
ities for the period mentioned that there 
is any record of. Assets show even great- 
er shrinkage, being 44 per cent less than 
last year, less than half what they were 
in 1897, 1895 or in 1894, only one-third of 
those of 1896 and only one-seventh of 
what they were in 1893. It is not strange, 
therefore, to find that the percentage of 
assets to liabilities is only 44 per rent this 
year, against 51 last year, 5 in 1897, 58 in 
1896, and 70 in 1893.’’

XII. QUEEN VICTORIA.

(Continued.) 

Kong before Victoria’s accession it had 
doubtless been arranged by her mother 
and her uncle Leopold that she should 
marry her cousin, Prince Albert of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha. Indeed, her uncle had 
had this young prince in training for 
the unenviable position of queen’s hus- 
band since his birth. The Engiish peo- 
pile did not receive with rapture her 
majesty’s announcement of her betrothal. 
The government made her cousin-hus- 
band a- most grudging yearly allowance 
and did not make him prince-consort un- 
til seventeen years late. 

Of the nine children born of this unu- 
sually happy marriage seven are sstill 
living. The eldest, Victoria, known as 
the princess-royal, married the crown 
prince of Germany, who afterwards be- 
came the lute Emperor Frederick. and 
she is the mother of the young German 
emperor, William II. The second child 
is Albert Edward, prince of Wales. For 
many years his dissipations caused grave 


throughout | 


who regretted that their future 
should have followed in the footsteps of 
George IV, rather than !n those of his 
prudent father. He married in 1863 the 
Princess Alexandria, of Denmark, whose 
winning graciousness has done much to 
counteract the unfavorable attitude to- 
ward her husband and has won from the 
country of her adoption an enthusiasm 
as great as for any of Victoria’s own 
children. The circumstances attending 
the death of the third child, the Princess 
Alice, who became the grand duchess of 
Hesse-Darmistadt, intensified the pop- 
ular affection which from her childhood 
had made her the favorite English prin- 
cess. Unable to refuse the request of 
her chiid dying of diphtheria, she kissed 
her, thus contracting the disease, and 
died shortly afterwards. She left five 
littie children, the youngest her name- 
sake, Alix, is now the young cZarina of 
Russia. The other children of Queen 
Victoria, although politically inconspic- 
uous, have by their unobtrusive philan- 
thropy and exemplary lives assisted their 
mother in adding to the crown that do- 
mestic luster which it so sadly lacked 
since the days of William of Orange. 
Prince Albert was well grounded in the 
art of self-effacement, and systematically

set himself to do the government drud- 
gery, for which his wife was to receive 
the credit; indeed, she willingly acknowl- 
edges that his sagacious foresight, com- 
bined with his dispassionate judgment, 
was the undoubted cause of the success- 
ful effect of her reign. The results of 
his conscientious method are still in force 
at Windsor, and the success of the Crys- 
tal palace in face of the dogged opposi- 
tion of the British Philistine !s a far 
more fitting memorial to his kindly wis- 
dom than the bronze memorial marble 


| one erected by his widow. Far from be- 
'ing a gtate dollbaby, 


as ‘was feared by 
many nervous Englishmen, the. girl- 
queen, while deferring to the council] of 
her ministers, has shown much independ- 
ence of spirit. Among her chief advisers 
have been Lord Melbourne, Sir Robert 
Peel, Lord Palmerston, the duke of Wel- 
lington (always her confidential coun- 
selor), Disraeli, Gladstone, Salisbury, 
and, during his lifetime, the prince-con- 
sort as permanent minister in chief. 
Although the queen is supposed to fa- 
vor no party and ig obliged to choose as 
minister the leader of the dominant par- 
ty in the house of commons, her person- 
ality has been more or less of a brake 
upon her cabinet, and her opinions have 
been entitled to respect because she Is 
so exceptionally well versed in constitu- 
tional law and history, matters which 
she and her husband made subjecis of 
earnest study under tutors, thus keeping 
themselves in daily touch with every 
detail of governmental machinery. 
Victoria sttil manifests that painstaking 
interest {n national affairs which has 
distinguished her entire reign. In ac- 
cordance with the custom established 
by George II, before the long accounts 
of parliamentary procedure were recog- 
nized features of the morning newspa- 
pers, the sovereign receives ‘pictures 


of parliament” from the pen of the lead- 
er of the house. After carefully exam- 
ining the contents of the leather box in 
which these pictures are daliy brought 
to her majesty, the dispatches are re- 
turned with ‘whatever annotations may 
be expedient. Disraeli is said to have 
wielded a ready pen when thus acting 
as special reporter to the queen, and by 
means Of thig brillfant wit and caustic 
humor to have entirely overcome the 
personal prejudice which, influenced by 
the prince consort, she had felt toward 
her brilliant Hebrew subject. Glad- 
stone’s reports were often hurriedly writ- 
ten on a pad of paper during a division 
of the house. 

While the prince consort was yet alive 
the queen frequently opened parliament, 
Invariably closing her address with, ‘I 
heartily commend your momentous de- 
liberations to the care and guidance of 
Almighty God.” Now the sweet voice 
which at the opening of her first parlia- 
ment was heard pleading for considera- 
tion In view of “‘the early age at which 
I am called to the sovereign duty—plac- 
ing my reliance under divine Providence 
upon your cordial co-operation and upon 
the love and affection of all my people,”’ 
is no longer heard.

read her message, thus going through 
the form of opening parliament without 
opening her lips. 

The parliament of 1877 was especially 
memorable because Victoria in her new 
imperial purple graced it. with her pres- 
ence in honor of the scarlet-robed peer, 
Disraeli, whom she had just made ear! 
of Beaconsfield in acknowledgement of 
his kindly services in making her em- 
press of India. 

Although many of her former dutles 
have been delegated to well-trained .of- 
ficials, Victoria’s influence is stil] great 
throughout her kingdom. She has always 
been in favor of peace, and her famous 
modification of Lord Palmerston’s belli- 
cose message regarding the Trent affair 
averted a war with the United States, 
which the neglect or miswording of a 
figurehead sovereign must have precipi- 
tated. The queen’s brilliant diplomacy 
was doubtless due to the prompt and de- 
cisive influence of the prince consort, 
and his dictation of this message was 
the last public act of his life. 

Although two important wars, the 
Sepoy rebellion and the Crimean war, 
and several] petty outbreaks have marred 
the entire tranquility of this longest 
reign in English history, it has never- 
theless been a conspicuously j;Qaceful 
reign. In reviewing the notdble events 
which have advanced England into the 
foreground of European nations we may 
roughly divide them into groups, polit- 
ical, economic, inventive, educational, 
humanitarian, colonial and literary.

BOYS ARRESTED AT 
SCHOOL BUILDING 


Five Young Fellows Charged with 
Idling and Loitering 


CRAP SHOOTING CLAIMED 


Complaint Has Been Made to Police 
About Boys by Neighbors. 


THOSE ARRESTED ASSERT THEIR INNOCENCE 


Effort To Stop Loitering Around the 
Boys’ High School Is Being Made 
by Police—First Arrests. 


Waddell Hardin, age sixteen; Phil Cen- 
tre, aged sixteen; Philip Drewer, aged 
seventeen; N, A. Robinson, age seven- 
teen, and J. W. Wells, age eighteen, all 
young white boys, were arrested late 
yesterday afternoon at the Boys High 
school building and locked in the police 
station on the charge of idling and loit- 
ering. The story behind the arrests indl- 
cate that the officers believed the boys 
were shooting craps on the steps of the 
building. 

The arrests ‘were made last night by 
Call Officers Cornett and Chosewood, 
who were telephoned that a crowd of 
boys were engaged in a crap game on 
the steps of the building. Just who tele- 
phoned the officers could not be found 
out, but when they arrived on the scene 
the boys arrested were found on the 
steps of the building. So they were sent 
to the station house on the charge of 
idling and loitering. 

The boys claimed they were only talk- 
ing, and that they were not shooting 
eraps. Waddell Hardin, who acted as 
spokesman for the crowd, said: 

“T was coming down the street with 
Wells, when he saw these other boys sit- 
ting at the Boys High school building. 
They asked us to stop, which we did. 
Then we began talking, and the first 
thing I knew the officers arrested us 
and sent ug to the station house. 

“We were most. positively not gam- 
bling in any form. There was no money 
seen anywhere by anyone of us, and I 
thinkitashame that we should be locked 
We al] have homes 
and live at them.” 

Officers Talk. 

Captain Thompson was seen last yight 
about the arrests, and said: 

“TI know nothing about the arrests of 
these young fellows, but I do Know that 
complaint has been made by the people 
live in the neighborhood of the 
school building of the way some young 
fellows have congregated around the 
building and disturbed them by shooting 
craps and talking. 

“Several nights

COST OF THE NAVY NEXT YEAR. 


Secretary Long Makes an Estimate 
of the Money Needed. 
Washington, October 6.—Acting Secre- 
tary Allen has prepared a full statement 
of estimtes which will be submitted to 
congress for the maintenance of the 
raval establishment for the next fiscal 
year. Thess amount to $73,045,183, which 
is an increase over the appropriations for 
the current year of $24,537,187. Included in 
the increase for the next year are appro- 
priations of $12,268,474 for public works 
and navy yards and stations. There is 
also an estimate of $2,021,000 for the new 

naval academy. 

The item for the increase of the navy, 
including armor, guns and machinery, is 
$22,983,101. ‘The estimate for the bureau 
of construction and repair is increased 
over the current appropriation about 
$2,000,000; for steam engineering $1,000,000, 
for pay of the navy about $700,000, while 
the estimates for ordnance are decreased 
about $70,000. The estimate for the navy 
yard is $1,349,000.
